Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1951. 

In  considering  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  as  compared 
with  the  yearly  falls  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death  rate  shows  a sharp  increase,  and  this  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  January  (90)  pro- 
vided the  largest  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  any  one  month  for 
over  30  years.  As  in  previous  years  60%  of  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  over  65  years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a further  fall  in  the  Infant  death  rate, 
and  again  this  figure  has  reached  a new  “low”  level  for  Batley;  yet 
10  of  the  17  deaths  were  due  to  Infective  conditions  which,  in 
theory,  are  preventable  by  modern  standards.  The  death  from  Con- 
genital Syphilis  shows  the  need  for  blood  examinations  in  the 
expectant  mother. 

Two  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  serve  as  a reminder  that 
this  disease  is  today  the  most  serious  infectious  disease  of  infancy. 

Infectious  Diseases  : — Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  the 
most  prevalent  diseases  during  the  year.  There  was  a marked 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough.  Apart  from  the 
fatal  results  which  may  arise — particularly  in  infants,  this  disease 
is  of  serious  consequence  because  it  may  lay  the  foundations  of 
chronic  respiratory  disease. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  absence  of  any  case  of  Pohomyel- 
itis  and  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery. 
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Two  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  but  on  further 
investigation  in  hospital  the  diagnoses  were  not  confirmed.  Thus, 
no  actual  case  occurred  during  the  year.  This  is  the  first  time  for 
a period  of  over  60  years  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
to  record.  This  satisfactory  situation  can  only  be  continued  by 
maintaining  the  highest  possible  state  of  protection  in  the  child 
population.  The  absence  of  this  disease  must  on  no  account  be 
regarded  as  an  excuse  for  avoiding  immunisation. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  Non-Tulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  Three  of  these  fatal  cases  were  Tuberculous  Menin- 
gitis and  in  each  case  the  disease  occurred  without  any  previous 
warning  in  the  patient  or  family.  In  each  case  the  rest  of  the 
family  were  examined  as  contacts  and  in  one  family  a member  was 
found  to  have  active  disease  of  the  lungs.  The  Health  Visitor  ser- 
vice for  Tuberculosis,  as  in  the  previous  year,  was  carried  out  by 
one  Health  Visitor  who  covered  the  whole  of  the  area,  and 
maintained  close  liaison  with  the  Chest  Physician.  An  important 
part  of  her  work  was  arranging  for  the  examination  of  “contacts.” 

As  noted  elsewhere  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  some  con- 
cern has  been  felt  regarding  the  influence  of  raw  milk  supplies  on 
the  occurrence  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  regular 
sampling  of  certain  supplies  failed  to  produce  any  definite  evidence 
of  infection. 

During  the  year  the  Local  Health  Authority  introduced  a 
scheme  for  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  by  the  use  of  B.C.G. 
vaccine. 

Vaccination  is  offered  to  contacts  of  proved  cases.  The  selec- 
tion of  contacts  and  the  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  (Dr.  J.  Viner),  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the  information 
that  23  contacts  have  received  vaccination  since  the  scheme  was 
introduced  in  July.  It  is  hoped  that  this  vaccination  will  provide 
an  important  step  in  the  greater  control  of  what  is  the  most  serious 
of  all  the  infectious  diseases  of  the  present  day. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  : — These  services  are  controlled 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  are  operated  in  the  Borough  by  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
of  Divisional  administration. 
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The  Ante-natal  services  showed  no  change  from  the  previous 

year. 


The  demand  for  hospital  accommodation  for  normal  confine- 
ments continues;  68.5%  (62.6%  in  1950)  of  all  registered  births 
taking  place  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes. 

An  additional  Infant  Welfare  Genre  was  opened  in  August  to 
serve  the  Batley  Carr  area.  This  centre  is  held  every  second  week, 
alternating  with  the  Hanging  Heaton  Centre.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  if  the  attendance  at  this  centre  will  justify  its  retention. 

The  Domestic  Help  service  has  continued  to  play  an  important 
part  in  the  “Personal”  side  of  the  Health  services.  The  difficulty 
in  recruitment  of  Home  Helps  noted  in  previous  years  was  some- 
what relieved  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  owing,  unfortunately, 
to  changing  conditions  in  local  industry.  Thus  it  was  possible  to 
reach  the  establishment  allotted  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  to  increase  the  hours  of  service  to  individual  cases.  All  ap- 
plicants for  this  service  are  assessed  regarding  their  ability  to  pay, 
in  whole  or  part.  A summary  of  the  results  of  this  assessment  is 
reported  on  page  11. 

Sanitary  Services  : — The  figures  and  tables  provided  by  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  show  the  amount  and  variety  of  work 
involved  in  maintaining  daily  supervision  of  the  sanitary  circum- 
stances of  the  Borough. 

Special  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  Food  Hygiene,  as  is 
shown  by  the  large  number  of  visits  paid  to  premises  concerned  with 
the  preparation  and  distribution  of  food.  This  close  supervision 
has  played  its  part  in  the  comparative  freedom  from  Food-borne 
diseases  during  the  year.  Worthy  of  special  note  is  the  general  im- 
provement in  the  standards  of  food  hygiene  and  quality,  particularly 
in  the  case  of  Ice-Cream. 

While  the  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year 
showed  a further  increase,  there  was  also  a rise  in  tlie  number  of 
applicants  for  re-housing,  so  that  little  actual  progress  has  been 
made  in  relieving  the  housing  problem. 

The  system  of  allotting  houses  has  been  changed  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a “Points”  scheme.  Under  this  scheme  special  points  are 


allocated  for  structural  and  sanitary  defects  of  house,  and  on  Medi- 
cal grounds.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  investigate  cases  where  these  conditions  apply.  Over- 
crowding is,  in  itself,  an  important  cause  of  chronic  ill-health,  par- 
ticularly in  children,  and  so  the  re-housing  from  the  overcrowding 
group  of  nearly  50  of  all  cases  is  one  more  step  in  improving 
the  health  of  the  community. 

The  observations  on  smoke  pollution  may  show  a shght  im- 
provement over  the  previous  year,  but  progress  toward  a clearer 
air  is  all  too  slow. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  public 
attention  has  been  focused  very  much  upon  disease  and  its  treat- 
ment, particularly  in  the  re-organised  hospital  and  specialist  services. 
It  is  surely  to  the  benefit  of  the  community  that  the  prevention  of 
disease  and  the  maintenance  of  healtli  should  be  at  least  as  much, 
if  not  actually  more,  in  the  thoughts  of  people.  The  records 
detailed  in  the  following  pages  show  the  various  ways  in  v/hich  the 
Preventive  Health  services  strive,  directly  and  indirectly  to  maintain 
and  improve  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  Borough. 

As  in  former  years,  the  report  on  the  Sanitary  Services,  is  the 
work  of  Mr.  H.  Hornby. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  K.  Lister,  Chief  Clerk,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  preparing 
the  details  of  the  Medical  Services  in  this  report.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

The  service  has  increased  considerably  during  the  year. 

The  estabUshment  of  Home  Helps  as  fixed  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  is  15  whole  time  Helps  for  the  whole  of  Division  No.  15 
(Batley  and  Heckmondwike). 

The  recruitment  of  Domestic  Helps  improved  during  the  sec- 
ond half  of  the  year,  but  it  was  still  only  possible  to  reach  the  maxi- 
mum of  the  establishment  during  four  weeks  of  the  year. 

All  applicants  for  appointment  as  Home  Helps,  furnish  the 
names  of  two  referees,  are  the  subject  of  a report  by  a Health  Visitor 
and  are  then  interviewed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his 
capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Health  Auth- 
ority’s services. 

For  Tuberculosis  cases,  the  Home  Help  is  invited  to  volunteer 
for  this  type  of  case  and  before  commencing  duty  is  examined 
(including  X-Ray)  by  the  area  Chest  Physician  and  re-examined  at 
intervals  of  six  months  if  still  attending  this  type  of  case.

Removal  to  suitable  premises,  of  persons  in  needs  of  care  and 
attention  : — 

No  action  of  a formal  character  was  taken  during  the  year  but 
removals  were  effected  by  the  consent  of  the  patients  themselves 
in  three  cases — Mr.  T.,  Mr.  B.,  and  Mr.  W..  Of  these  the  last 
two  had  rejected  previous  offers  of  accommodation  in  hospital,  and 
by  the  time  they  finally  consented  to  removal,  their  condition  had 
become  serious,  and  both  died  a few  days  after  admission.  Here  it 
is  felt  that  much  more  might  have  been  possible  to  prolong  their 
lives  had  they  only  responded  earlier  to  the  offers  of  accommoda- 
tion mentioned.  The  remaining  case,  Mr.  T.,  who  promptly  con- 
sented to  removal  when  first  offered,  was  still  an  in-patient  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Two  further  cases,  Mrs.  B.  and  Mrs.  D.  were  kept  under  ob- 
servation, but  their  general  circumstances  did  not  become  sufficiently 
serious  to  justify  formal  action. 

It  may  be  added  that  cases  under  this  heading  arise  not  infre- 
quently, but  where  they  are  of  sound  mind  and  strongly  resent  any 
suggestion  of  institutional  treatment,  it  is  often  a matter  of  some 
perplexity — involving  as  it  does  questions  of  personal  freedom — to 
decide  whether  the  law  should  be  put  into  operation  with  a view 
to  compulsory  removal. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  is,  therefore,  to  secure  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  of  responsible  relatives,  and  generally  to 
explore  every  avenue  which  might  help,  before  any  question  of 
compulsory  removal  is  seriously  entertained.

have  been  given  in  previous  annual  reports.  The  chief  source  is 
from  the  town’s  own  reservoirs  situated  about  eighteen  miles  away 
in  the  Pennine  Hills. 

In  additional  bulk  supplies  are  received  form  the  Bradford  and 
Halifax  Corporations  for  the  areas  of  Birstall  and  Soothill 
respectively. 

These  waters  are  excellent  in  every  respect,  both  for  domestic 
and  trade  purposes,  and  every  house  in  the  Borough  is  supplied 
from  a public  water  main  with  service  laid  direct  to  the  house. 
The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
is  13,680  and  the  number  of  population,  39,900.

“With  few  exceptions  in  the  outlying  areas,  all  premises  are 
connected  to  public  sewers,  which  discharge  into  the  Dewsbury  main 
sewers,  and  thence  to  Michell  Laithes  Works  for  treatment.

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS — The  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board 
is  the  authority  which  exercises  supervision  over  the  Batley  Beck.

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General  Remarks  : — During  the  years  1946  to  1951  inclusive,  special 
efforts  were  made  chiefly  in  the  Birstall  Ward,  through  the  operation 
of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  secure  the  replace- 
ment of  privies,  etc.,  by  W.C.’s  at  the  joint  expense  of  owners  and 
Local  Authority.  Such  replacements  could  only  be  enforced  where, 
as  laid  down  by  Public  Health  Act,  there  was  a public  sewer  and 
water  supply  available  within  100  feet  of  the  sites  of  the  buildings. 
The  following  brief  particulars  indicate  what  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  connection,  and  which  work  is  regarded  as  a distinct  advance 
in  environmental  hygiene  affecting  the  properties  concerned.  It  is 
also  a pleasure  to  record  that,  notwithstanding  these  days  of  high 
building  costs,  recourse  to  the  Magistrates  Court  to  apply  measures 
of  compulsion  against  a defaulting  owner  was  necessary  in  only  two 
instances  during  the  above  period  of  time.

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General  Remarks  : — 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  reference  was  made  to  a decision  of 
the  Corporation  to  terminate  all  the  refuse  collection  contracts,  as 
and  when  they  expired,  and  revert  to  a system  of  direct  labour.  In 
implementing  this  decision  consideration  was  given  during  the  year 
under  review  as  to  the  acquisition  of  suitable  vehicles,  and  a demon- 
stration of  one  particular  type  was  arranged.  Although  there  was 
a unanimous  feeling  as  to  the  best  type  of  vehicle,  the  fact  that  it 
was  only  available  in  16  to  18  cubic  yard  capacity  (i.e.  maximum 
gross  weight  over  10  tons)  undue  weight  and  large  over-ail  dimen- 
sions appeared  to  render  its  adoption  a risky  venture  having  regard 
to  special  local  circumstances.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  acquire 
three  11.3  cubic  yard  “Chelsea”  type  S.D.  vehicles  on  a seven-years 
hire  and  maintenance  contract  at  £9  5s.  Od.  per  week  each.  These 
will  provide  transport  as  from  July,  1952,  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  excluding  Nor±  Ward,  for  which  area  the  current  contract 
does  not  expire  until  1953,  when  a fourth  vehicle  will  be  required. 
When  in  full  operation  the  four  directly  employed  vehicles  will  offer 
an  aggregate  capacity  of  40  cubic  yards  as  against  35  cubic  yards 
possessed  by  the  five  vehicles  operated  by  the  contractors. 

As  regards  men,  it  is  proposed  that  the  total  complement  shall 
be  20  i.e.  one  driver-loader  and  four  dustmen  to  each  of  four  vehicles, 
as  against  a total  of  fifteen  employed  by  the  contractors. 

Thus,  both  vehicle-capacity  and  staff  are  to  be  increased  and  so, 
it  is  hoped,  rectify  what  has  always  been  the  weakness  of  the  con- 
tract system,  namely  lack  of  man-power. 

The  fixing  of  the  total  number  of  men  was  based  upon  the 
assumption  that,  under  conditions  of  sustained  day-to-day  effort,  a 
man  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  empty  an  average  of  100  dust- 
bins per  day.  Indeed,  in  the  course  of  the  demonstration  referred 
to,  the  contractor’s  men  actually  averaged  120  bins  per  day.  But 
calculating  upon  a daily  performance  of  100  bins  per  man  average, 
the  total  number  of  bins  emptied  per  week  by  the  staff  of  twenty 
should  be  10,000  exclusive  of  Saturday  mornings,  and  since  many 
of  the  14,000  houses  in  the  town  have  dustbins  in  common,  it  ought 
to  be  possible  (at  least  on  the  basis  of  reasonable  calculation)  to 
give  a weekly  service  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  allow  the  men  their 
annual  holidays  during  the  summer  season  when  the  yield  of  refuse 
falls,  without  having  to  any  great  extent  to  engage  substitute  labour; 
but,  as  will  be  obvious,  everything  depends  upon  the  enthusiasm  and 
sense  of  duty  of  the  men. 
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On  the  disposal  side  the  Corporation  are  favoured  by  the  posses- 
sion of  sites  well  situated  away  from  populous  areas  and  which  offer 
potential  disposal  capacity  for  years  by  methods  of  controlled 
tipping.

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  No.  of  Inspections  129. 

9 Notices  were  served,  and  9 comphed  with,  in  respect  of 
offences. 

Apart  from  small  premises  the  number  of  retail  shops,  as  com- 
pared with  the  size  and  population  of  the  Borough,  is  below  the 
average,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  shopping  centres  of  the 
large  neighbouring  towns  are  readily  available  to  the  public  of 
Badey.  A very  large  majority  of  the  retail  shops  in  Batley  employ, 
if  any,  not  more  than  one  or  two  assistants. 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES.  No.  of  Inspections  76, 

During  1951  no  sites  in  the  Borough  were  used  for  camping 
purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  There  were,  however,  several  isolated  moveable  dwell- 
ings, and  three  exempted  temporary  encampments  in  connection 
with  travelling  fairs,  which  were  kept  under  observation.  As  a 
result,  one  unsatisfactory  caravan  was  disapproved  and  the  pros- 
pective tenant  warned  that  action  would  follow  occupation  by  him. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

The  general  position  was  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1947  and  the  remarks  made  therein  equally  apply  at  the  present 
time. 

The  number  of  observations  taken  during  1951  was  139  and  as 
a result  thereof  13  smoke  nuisances  were  recorded  in  respect  of  6 
firms. 
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With  the  object  of  recording  the  degree,  nature  and  variation 
of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Batley,  apparatus  consisting  of  a Deposit 
Gauge,  and  a Lead  Peroxide  Instrument  for  estimating  sulphur 
dioxide,  were,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  set  up  at  the  Public  Health  Department 
in  December,  1948.  All  the  maintenance  and  analytical  costs  of 
operating  these  instruments  were  subsequently  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council  which  authority  added  to  them  a Daily  Smoke 
Filter  for  volumetric  measurement,  and  this  additional  instrument 
has  been  operated  since  the  beginning  of  May,  1950. 

The  accompanying  Tables  and  Graph  give  a summary  of  the 
results.  A graph  of  daily  recordings  of  the  smoke  filter  is  kept  but 
this  is  too  voluminous  to  make  its  reproduction  practicable  in  this 
report.

The  sootfall  upon  Batiey  during  1951  was  231  tons  per  square 
mile  as  against  265  tons  of  the  previous  year. 

The  average  intensity  of  sulphur  pollution  was  1.37  milligrams 
of  sulphur  trioxide  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of  Batch  A. 
Lead  Peroxide  exposed,  as  against  1.54  milligrams  for  the  previous 
year. 


The  average  amount  of  suspended  matter  in  the  atmosphere  as 
measured  by  the  daily  smoke  filter  was  0.242  milligrams  per  cubic 
metre  of  air  per  day  as  against  0.212  milligrams  for  the  previous 
year. 


Apart  from  the  daily  smoke  filter  results,  where  comparison 
with  the  previous  year  might  have  been  upset  by  the  fact  that  the 
instrument  was  only  operated  from  May,  1950  (i.e.  only  part  of  a 
year  with  an  undue  proportion  of  good  months)  the  results  of  the 
various  instruments  taken  together,  indicate  that  the  intensity  and 
amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  were  rather  less  in  1951  than  the 
previous  year.

Whilst  this  is  a matter  for  some  encouragement,  it  still  remains 
an  obvious  fact  that  our  atmosphere  continues  to  be  beclouded  with 
smoke — half  industrial  and  half  domestic — to  such  a degree  that  the 
real  health-giving  power  is  taken  out  of  such  sunshine  as  nature 
endeavours  to  give  us,  and  damage  continues  to  human  and  animal 
health,  vegetation,  buildings  and  fabrics  generally.  The  aggregate 
losses,  both  material  and  physical,  must  be  considerable. 

Yet  it  is  wise  to  maintain  a sense  of  proportion  in  the  light  of 
the  fact  that  measurement  is  proving  that  Batley  is  by  no  means  one 
of  the  worst  smoke-polluted  towns,  amongst  which  some  are  called 
upon  to  tolerate  degrees  of  pollution  much  heavier  than  ours. 

Nor  must  lack  of  atmospheric  clearness  arising  from  high 
humidity,  and  our  situation  in  a valley,  be  confused  with  smoke 
pollution.  These  aggravate  the  pollution  already  there  but  do  not 
cause  it. 

The  main  point  is  to  avoid  a back-ground  of  extreme  problems 
of  education,  costs  and  shortage  of  appliances  to  frustrate  steady 
efforts  to  keep  the  facts  before  the  public,  and  to  secure  improve- 
ments wherever  possible. 

Given  the  support  and  interest  of  the  ordinary  citizen,  doing 
each  whatever  he  or  she  can,  it  is  perhaps  along  these  lines  that 
success  lies  rather  than  repressive  action  against  the  individual 
offender. 

It  has  been  said  that  “Science  is  Measurement.”  If  this  is  true, 
then  measurement  of  local  smoke  pollution  is  certainly  opening  out 
a field  in  which  great  improvements  will  have  to  come  before  those 
interested  in  public  health — and  that  should  be  everyone — can  de- 
rive satisfaction  from  the  general  sanitary  situation  as  it  affects  the 
town. 


(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  one  public  baths  in  the  Borough,  but  no  privately 
owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public.  Full  particulars 
of  the  public  baths  were  given  on  page  53  of  the  Annual  Report 
for  1937. 

The  number  of  bathers  during  1951  was  103,653  of  which 
62,016  were  the  general  public,  37,637  scholars,  and  4,000  attend- 
ances during  the  summer  by  members  of  the  Swimming  Club. 
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Action  taken  to  secure  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  water 
in  the  swimming  baths  : — 

During  August,  when  atmospheric  temperature,  numbers  of 
bathers,  and  other  conditions  were  such  as  most  likely  to  tax  the 
filtration  plant,  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  for  bacteriological  ex- 
aminations. These  consisted  of  an  inlet  sample  and  an  outlet  sample 
from  each  of  the  two  swimming  pools. 

The  following  were  the  results  of  the  examinations  : — 
Probable  number  of  coliform  bacilh,  Mac  Conkey 

2 days,  37°C.  None  per  100  ml. 

Probable  number  of  faecal  coh  . . None  per  100  ml. 

The  foregoing  results  were  satisfactory. 

Since  many  of  the  small  working-class  houses  in  the  town  un- 
fortunately are  not  fitted  with  fixed  slipper  baths  and  modern  hot- 
water  systems,  the  local  public  baths  perform  a useful  service  in 
the  interests  of  personal  hygiene,  quite  apart  from  its  sports  and 
recreational  functions.  A facility  worthy  of  special  mention  is  free 
use  of  the  slipper  baths,  including  soap  and  clean  towels,  for  old 
age  pensioners. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  bed  bugs 

The  number  of  council  houses  found  to  be  infested  was  14  and 
other  houses  30.  All  were  disinfested  by  Gammexane  Smoke,  and 
contact  insecticides. 

Although  the  problem  of  insect  vermin  continues  to  be  a big 
one  there  is,  on  the  whole,  a perceptible  improvement,  due,  no  doubt, 
to  the  availabihty  of  the  more  effective  insecticides  such  as  D.D.T. 
and  Gammexane,  which,  besides  being  cheap,  involve  a minimum  of 
risk  in  application.  Indeed,  these  preparations  offer  such  an  ex- 
cellent weapon  that  there  no  longer  exists  any  real  excuse  for  people 
and  their  houses  being  verminous,  notwithstanding  the  many  disad- 
vantages of  a high  degree  of  overcrowding. 


4.  SCHOOLS 

There  have  been  no  special  reports  upon  the  sanitary  conditions 
and  water  supply  of  schools  during  the  year — all  the  schools  being 
supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation  mains.

UNFIT  HOUSES— ACTION  UNDER  HOUSING  ACT,  1936 

Notwithstanding  a continuance  of  the  serious  housing  shortage 
which  has  prevailed  for  some  years,  certain  of  the  very  worst  houses 
were  dealt  with,  since  their  extreme  degree  of  unfitness  left  no  other 
option. 

A summary  of  the  action  taken  is  as  follows  : —

The  figures  in  brackets  relate  to  the  previous  year. 

Many  unfit  houses  remain  to  be  dealt  with  in  a statutory  manner 
as  and  when  the  housing  situation  so  improves  as  to  render  action 
practicable;  meanwhile,  the  best  has  to  be  made  of  the  houses  as 
they  exist,  sub-standard  or  otherwise,  and  with  that  object  in  view, 
a considerable  number  of  Sanitary  and  Abatement  Notices  requiring 
repairs  were  served  upon  private  landlords.  Not  that  this  policy 
was  wholly  successful  since  circumstances  were  seriously  complicated 
by  low  rents  in  relation  to  the  excessively  high  costs  of  repairs;  in- 
deed, so  acute  was  the  position  in  several  instances,  that  owners  had 
to  be  persuaded  to  hold  up  their  demands  for  demolition  orders  by 
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the  Committee  unofficially  agreeing  that  requirements  for  works 
should  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  the  whole  of  the  net  rents.  That 
such  a course  was  necessary  is  to  be  regretted,  but  no  alternative  was 
available  in  the  light  of  the  serious  shortage  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion which  situation  dictates  that  all  the  accommodation  available 
must  be  strenuously  held  on  to  until  better  times. 


As  to  the  future  an  analysis  of  the  applications  on  the  records  of 
the  Housing  Department  as  at  31st  December,  1951,  indicates  new 
housing  requirements  as  follows  ; —

The  provision  in  1951  of  123  new  houses  as  against  115  for  the 
previous  year,  and  71  for  the  year  before  that,  is  evidence  of  con- 
tinued progress  against  a background  of  enormous  difficulties  aris- 
ing from  high  costs  and  limitations  of  materials  and  labour. 

Against  this  small  progress  it  is  to  be  noted  that  applications 
for  municipal  houses  increased  from  1,504  in  1950  to  1,603  in  1951, 
so  that,  although  some  of  the  worst  overcrowded  families  were  re- 
housed, general  progress  was  insufficient  to  prevent  an  increase  in 
the  aggregate  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  as  it  stood 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Comparing  in  the  foregoing  tables  the  129  families  rehoused 
with  the  1,603  applications  on  the  waiting  list  it  still  remains  true 
as  observed  last  year  that,  at  the  present  rate  of  progress,  it  will  be 
well  over  ten  years  before  all  existing  housing  applications  have  been 
satisfied,  without  allowing  anything  for  the  replacement  of  slum 
houses. 

With  the  object  of  securing  a more  fair  and  easily  operated 
system  of  allocation,  the  Housing  Committee  inaugurated  what  is 
known  as  a Point  Scheme  during  the  early  months  of  1951. 

Whilst  this  abolished  absolute  medical  priorities,  it  yet  gives 
prominence  to  the  really  important  factors,  and  particularly  to  those 
in  which  the  Public  Health  Department  is  interested,  namely,  over- 
crowding, medical  circumstances  with  special  reference  to  tubercu- 
losis, unfitness  of  the  existing  houses  and  so  on. 

That  the  Points  Scheme  is  a distinct  improvement  on  the  former 
system  of  allocation,  and  has,  in  fact,  conveniently  and  auomatically 
picked  out  the  worst  cases,  is  well  illustrated  by  the  table  of  families 
rehoused,  wherein  it  is  shewn  that  of  the  129  houses  let,  69  went  to 
cases  of  overcrowding,  28  to  families  in  apartments,  3 to  families 
with  a member  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  2 to  other  medical  priori- 
ties, and  only  7 to  normal  applications;  the  remaining  20  houses 
being  old  people’s  dwellings. 

As  a result  of  this  policy  there  continues  to  be  no  problem 
locally  of  numbers  of  families  containing  infective  members  with 
tuberculosis  awaiting  re-housing,  or  of  numbers  of  families  still  liv- 
ing in  houses  subject  to  Clearance  or  Demolition  Orders. 
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Summarising  the  foregoing  information,  it  is  submitted  as  a 
fair  statement  of  fact  that  notwithstanding  high  costs  and  restrictions 
on  all  sides  in  what  is  perhaps  the  most  difficult  problem  which  faces 
local  authorities  today,  the  Council  exercised  every  effort  to  main- 
tain the  housing  resources  available,  to  add  to  them  within  the 
limitations  imposed  by  hardening  conditions,  and  to  see  that  the 
prior  claims  of  the  worst  cases  urgently  requiring  rehousing  were 
satisfied  according  as  opportunities  presented  themselves. 

As  observed  in  the  previous  Annual  Report,  the  final  solution 
of  the  housing  problem  including  slum  clearance — alike  with  many 
other  national  and  social  problems — depends  very  much  upon 
international  peace  and  security,  and  the  prosperity  which  these 
bring. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 
by  Mr.  H.  Hornby 

Prefatory  Remarks  : — From  the  information  given  in  this  section 
of  the  report  there  are  good  grounds  for  the  conclusion  that  local 
and  national  efforts  to  promote  higher  standards  of  hygiene  and 
quahty  in  connection  with  food  are  meeting  with  some  success. 
This  opinion,  it  is  submitted,  seems  reasonable  having  regard  to  the 
following  points  brought  out  by  the  details  given  in  the  ensuing 
pages — 

(a)  There  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  proportion  of  milk 
samples  which  satisfied  the  various  bacteriological  tests; 

(b)  All  samples  of  milk  examined  by  the  biological  test  were 
free  from  tuberculosis  infection; 

(c)  There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  licenses 
granted  for  the  sale  of  the  purer  and  safer  qualities  of  milk; 

(d)  There  was  an  absence  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning; 

(e)  There  was  no  serious  case  of  food  adulteration; 

(f)  Reasonable  average  compositional  standards  of  milk 
samples  were  maintained;  and 

(g)  Great  improvements  occurred  in  both  chemical  and  bacter- 
iological standards  of  ice-cream  samples. 
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(a)  MILK  SUPPLY 

The  action  taken  with  regard  to  milk  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  Registration  and  Inspection  of  dairies  not  being  dairy 
farms  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(3)  The  issue  of  licenses  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Milk 

(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Reg- 
ulations, 1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949.  i 


(1)  The  Registration  and  Inspection  of  dairies  not  being  dairy  farms 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949 

The  number  of  dairies  not  being  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  16.  This  does  not  include  69  shops  from 
which  milk  is  sold  only  in  the  properly  closed  and  unopened  vessels 
in  which  it  is  deUvered  thereto;  such  premises  being  exempt  from 
registration. 

The  number  of  Distributors  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  92. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  dairies  not  being  dairy  farms, 
and  milkshops,  was  66,  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in  4 
instances. 


(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  examination 

The  toal  number  of  samples  examined  for  the  Department  at 
the  Pubhc  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  was  252  of  which  244  were 
taken  by  the  Corporation’s  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  8 by  other 
officers.  The  results  of  the  examinations  were  as  follows  — 

T.T.  (Farm  Bottled)  Milk 

Of  21  samples  examined,  18  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  test, 
and  3 did  not  satisfy  the  test. 

T.T.  Milk 

Of  2 samples  examined,  1 satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
and  1 did  not  satisfy  the  test. 
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Accredited  Milk. 

The  2 samples  examined  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 

Pasteurised  Milk 

Of  103  samples  examined;  96  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  and 
Phosphatase  Tests.  (7  of  these  samples  were  taken  by  other  officers). 

7 samples  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  Test,  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test  being  invalid  in  each  case  (1  of  these  samples  was  taken  by 
other  officers). 

Of  40  samples  examined,  35  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  and 
Phosphatase  Tests;  1 sample  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  Test  but 
failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  Test;  2 samples  satisfied  the 
Phosphatase  Test  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  being  invalid  in  each 
case;  and  2 samples  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  the  Phosphat- 
ase Test  being  invalid  in  each  case. 

Sterilised  Milk 

Of  7 samples  examined,  all  satisfied  the  Turbidity  Test. 

Ungraded  (Heat  TtfeatedQ  Milk 

Of  23  samples  examined,  all  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

Ungraded  (Raw)  Milk 

Of  54  samples  examined,  42  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
and  12  did  not  satisfy  the  Test. 

General  Remarks 

Summarising  the  foregoing  results  approximately  7%  of  all 
samples  examined  by  the  various  recognised  tests  were  unsatisfactory 
as  against  15%  for  the  previous  year,  and  26%  for  1949. 

The  continued  improvement  is  pleasing  to  record. 

Milk — Biological  Examinations 

17  Samples  of  locally-produced  raw  milk  were  examined  at  the 
Pubhc  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  by  the  guinea-pig  test,  and  in 
each  case  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  could  be  found. 

Concerned  as  it  is  with  perhaps  the  most  dangerous  feature 
against  which  it  is  sought  to  protect  the  public  milk  supply,  the 
foregoing  results  are  encouraging,  though,  on  the  other  hand,  cer- 
tain investigations  during  the  year  gave  rise  to  a strong  suspicion 
that  tuberculous  milk  from  two  local  farms  was  not  unconnected 
with  two  cases  of  abdominal  tuberculosis  in  children. 
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(3)  The  issue  of  licences  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regula- 
tions, 1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

(By  Mr.  H.  Hornby) 

During  1951,  18  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses;  176  visits 
to  meat  shops;  199  visits  to  markets;  753  visits  to  the  provision  and 
other  food  stores;  153  visits  to  bakehouses;  195  visits  to  fried  fish 
shops;  251  visits  to  food  preparation  rooms  and  canteens;  and  191 
visits  to  ice-cream  premises. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined  in 
local  slaughterhouses  was  36,  all  being  cottagers’  pigs  slaughtered 
on  licences  granted  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer. 

Over  1 ton  6 cwts.  of  diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome  meat 
and  other  foods  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food,  this  being 
a decrease  on  condemnations  for  the  previous  year. 

Following  the  institution  early  in  1940  of  the  existing  system 
of  centralised  slaughtering,  all  slaughtering  ceased  in  local  private 
slaughterhouses,  except  for  cottagers’  pigs  slaughtered  on  licences 
granted  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer.

Most  of  the  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  are 
concerned  exclusively  as  regards  this  commodity  with  pre-wrapped 
ice-cream  stored  in  proper  refrigerators. 


Byelaws — Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  etc. 

Following  up  the  initial  work  described  in  the  last  annual 
report,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  devoted  as  much  time  as  their  other 
duties  would  permit  to  this  important  section  of  their  work,  and  to 
that  end  176  visits  were  made  to  meat  shops,  251  to  food  prepara- 
tion rooms,  canteens,  etc.,  753  to  provision  shops,  153  to  bake- 
houses, 195  to  fried  fish  and  chip  shops,  191  to  ice-cream  premises 
199  to  markets,  and  much  verbal  advice  was  given  and  many  written 
notices  were  issued,  together  with  the  distribution  of  literature, 
including  standards  of  practice  for  the  following  trades  : — Grocery 
and  Provision  Stores,  Butchers’  Shops,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  Bakery 
and  Confectionery  Shops,  Bakehouses,  Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Can- 
teens, Markets  and  Licensed  Premises. 

Notices  were  also  issued  on  hnes  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  requesting  customers  in  the  interests  of  hygiene  not  to 
take  their  dogs  into  premises  in  which  food  was  sold.  Whilst  the 
need  for,  and  reasonableness  of  these  particular  notices  might 
be  subject  to  different  views  according  to  personal  opinion  and 
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inclination,  none  will  dispute  but  that  the  presence  of  dogs  in  food 
shops  puts  the  assistants  in  an  embarrassing  position  having  regard 
to  their  legal  obligation  under  the  Byelaws  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  protect  food  from  all  sources  of 
contamination  including  animals,  and  that  a good  assistant,  contrary 
to  offending  a customer,  must,  by  the  nature  of  his  calling,  always 
seek  to  please. 

A particular  difficulty  in  connection  with  Licensed  Premises — 
wherein  the  law  says  beer  is  food — has  been  the  question  of  the 
overspill  from  the  re-filling  of  glasses  being  excluded  from  sale, 
since  the  danger  of  contamination  is  obvious.  Here  there  seems 
to  be  a clash  between  economics  and  hygiene,  and  one  can  only 
look  to  the  trade  to  recognise  the  reasonable  claims  of  the  latter 
in  the  true  interests  of  their  customers  and  find  a satisfactory  remedy. 

An  interesting  question  which  has  arisen  on  two  occasions 
has  been  whether  the  Byelaws  apply  to  Clubs  since  it  has  been 
maintained  following  a leading  law  case  that  as  there  is  no  legal 
“Sale”  by  a Club  to  its  members,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Bye- 
laws made  thereunder  do  not  apply. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  remains,  as  mentioned  previously, 
that  the  response  to  pubhc  and  official  demands  for  higher  standards 
of  practice  in  the  food  trades, _ including  Licensed  Premises  and 
Clubs,  must  come  from  within  since  the  rigid  enforcement  from 
without  of  all  the  multifarious  requirements  of  modern  food  legisla- 
tion would  require  such  an  increase  of  inspectorial  staffs  as  is  im- 
practicable at  the  present  time. 

With  a view  to  encouraging  higher  standards  of  cleanliness 
amongst  food  retailers  on  the  market,  the  Markets  Committee  pro- 
vided for  their  use  wash-basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  thereon. 

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc., 
in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1927 

(This  Section  is  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector — Mr.  H.  Hornby) 

During  the  year  under  review.  234  samples  of  milk  and  mis- 
cellaneous foods  as  detailed  in  the  appended  Table  I,  were  purchased 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  certified  226  samples  to 
be  genuine,  4 not  genuine,  and  4 adulterated.  This  gives  an  adultera- 
tion or  not  genuine  figure  of  3.42%  as  compared  with  1.23%  for  the 
previous  year. 
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Particulars  of  any  administrative  action  taken  in  respect  of 
samples  adulterated  and  not  genuine  are  given  in  Table  II. 

A further  comparison  shows  that  of  the  178  milk  samples 
analysed  4 were  adulterated,  which  gives  an  adulteration  figure  for 
milk  of  2.25%  as  compared  with  1.56%  for  the  previous  year. 

On  reference  to  Table  III,  which  gives  the  average  composi- 
tion of  milk  samples,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat  content  was 
3.72%  as  compared  with  3.68%  for  the  previous  year. 

Tables  IV  and  V deal  with  ice-cream  and  give  fat  contents  and 
results  of  bacteriological  examination. 

Table  VI  gives  the  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  Iced 
Lollipops. 

There  was  no  instance  of  adulteration  calling  for  any  special 
remark. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  again  that  the  ice-cream  samples  conform- 
ed better  than  the  year  previous  to  the  recognised  bacteriological 
standards,  a greater  proportion  falling  within  Grades  I and  II  and 
correspondingly  less  in  Grades  III  and  IV. 

As  regards  the  chemical  composition  of  ice-cream  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  average  fat  content  was  8.70%  as  against  5.61%  for 
the  previous  year,  the  improvement  being  no  doubt  due  to  the 
statutory  standard  laid  down  by  the  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream) 
Order,  1951,  this  being  a minimum  of  5%  Fat,  7.5%  Milk  Solids 
not  fat,  and  10%  Sugar.

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911-1928. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Regulations,  1951. 

These  Acts  and  Regulations  are  of  particular  interest  to  the 
Corporation  since  a considerable  amount  of  rag-flock  is  manufac- 
tured in  the  Borough. 

The  1951  Act  and  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
November,.  1951,  from  which  date  the  1911-1928  Acts  were 
repealed. 

The  Corporation  is  one  of  the  local  authorities  responsible  for 
the  enforcement  (including  inspection  of  premises)  of  the  Act,  which 
is  directed  towards  securing  the  use  of  clean  Ailing  materials  in 
upholstery,  bedding,  toys,  etc. 

Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  author- 
ised officers  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  by  virtue  of  their  appoint- 
ments. 

Subject  to  certain  exemptions  such  as  re-making  and  re-con- 
ditioning of  articles,  the  Act  provides  for  the  registration  of  premises 
whereon  rag-flock  and  other  filling  materials  are  used,  and  for  the 
licensing  of  premises  on  which  rag-flock  is  manufactured  and  stored. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  the  keeping,  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner,  of  records  by  occupiers  of  registered  and  licensed  premises, 
and  such  records  must  include  the  prescribed  information  as  to  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  materials  or  articles  consigned,  the  persons 
from  or  to  whom  they  were  consigned,  the  dates  of  receipt  or  des- 
patch. and  places  connected  therewith. 

Samples  are  subject  to  prescribed  standards  of  cleanliness  laid 
down  by  the  regulations.

The  type  was  generally  mild. 

DIPHTHERIA— No  case  was  notified  during  the  year.

This  brings  the  total  number  of  attendances  from  January,  1935, 
when  the  scheme  was  originally  inaugurated  to  December,  1951,  to 
16,298. 

The  prophylactic  used  was  A.P.T. — 2 injections  of  0.2cc  I" 
0.5cc. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  (including  PARATYPHOID)  — No  case  was 
notified  during  the  year. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA— 4 cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

PNEUMONIA  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal) — 9 cases 
were  notified  during  the  year,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous 
two  years.  There  were  16  deaths  from  pneumonia  (all  forms). 

MEASLES — There  were  360  cases  notified  during  the  year.
